Holloway was to be tried at 
the coming district court in Wise 
county for burglarizing the Slidell 
bank on the night of August 6th, 
1922. 
He was recently arrested in 
Mobile, Alabama, on a charge of rob­ 
bing the United States mails in Paris, 
and w hile in jail in Lamar county 
Deputy Sheriff George Gage of this 
•onnty had hi mmake bond for his 
appearance in the Wise county court. 
When shown the picture of Holloway 
i* the Fort Worth paper last night, 
Deputy Gage stated: 
“That is the 
Man.'* 
Holloway was one of the south- 
weet’s most notorious yeggs and des­ 
peradoes. and had operated for many 
years in and around Fort Worth and 
Dallas. 
It is said that he participat­ 
ed in some of the biggest and most 
sensational robberies staged in this 
county. 
He robbed a bank in W est­ 
minister, British Columbia, of $375,- 
• 90; 
bank at Panama City of $85,- 
000, and the bank at Harold, Texas, 
in 1910. 
He was serving a seven- 
year sentence in Rusk penitentiary 
in 1912 when he made a daring 
escape. With Holloway in the Slidell 
bank robbery were G. L. Gee, now 
in state prison serving a fifty-year 
sentence for ribbery in Collin colin ty;

long and extends in to a number of 
states. 
He is a "killer” and at the 
time of his arrest in Dallas he was 
dodging the law, having escaped from 
the Huntsville penitentiary, where he 
was serving a forty-five year term. 
Before being captured and sentenced 
to the Texas prison, Dixon was an 
inmate of the famous San Quinten

stitution he escaped, and later while 
serving a sentence in the federal 
prison in Leavenworth, Kansas, he 
got away.

charging him w ith b u rg lary and with 
assault to m urder. 
“ Dixon has alw ays been regarded 
as a dangerous m an n o m a police 
viewpoint, and his records in police 
an nals th ru o u t the United States have 
branded him as a m an who will shoot 
an d shoot to kill. 
“ At San Antonio, th e attention of 
local police was directed tow ard Dix­ 
on in the early p a rt of 1919 when, 
a tte r a series of safe blowing cas*s, 
Dixon was surprised in the Schultz 
grocery store by L ieutenant G. Fleet. 
Dixon was in the act of blowing the 
safe in th** store when the arm y of­ 
ficer. residing in an adjoining dwell­ 
ing, "discovered him in the establish­ 
m ent.

Early killing of cotton plants ac­ 
complishes two things in boll weevil 
control: 
It deprives all the weevils 
of a breeding place, so th a t the ones 
entering winter quartet^ are more or 
less aged; 
it deprives all the weevils 
of food, either by starving them be 
fore cold weather allows them to 
enter winter quarters or forcing them 
into such quarters h u n g r y and in a 
weakened condition. 
To accomplish boll weevil destruc- 
ion in the fall it is necessary to kill 
the cotton plant, root and stalk, and 
keep it killed during the fall and 
winter. 
Merely pasturing will not 
accomplish this unless there are suf­ 
ficient animals to consume the top 
growth within three or four days. 
The mere use of stalk cutters or d i n ­ 
ning machines is not sufficient, be- 
a u s e they allow a new growth to 
spring up from the roots w ithin a few 
days that make ideal food for the 
boll weevil. 
It is desirable from the farm er’- 
standpoint to reduce the plant growth 
to a condition w here it will be easily 
incorporated into the soil. 
The use 
of a stalk Clitter followed with a disc 
will 
accomplish this purpose. 
All 
planters should urge th a t the cotton 
l o o t s then be turned out by plowing. 
W here it can be done, flat breaking 
will be the best m ethod. 
If th ere is 
not tim e to do this, th e middles may 
be merely “busted o u t” or turned out 
w ith a plow set shallow. 
A hoe 
should then be used to kill any plants 
rem aining. 
Conditions will arise in 
sc me sections th a t will m ake one of 
these m ethods m ore practical than 
the other. 
W here flat b reak in g will 
result in erosion from w in te r rains 
a cover crop of T ye , barley o r oats is 
rd vised. 
This will pi event eros* n. 
furnish w inter past in-ge and may he 
lightly tu rn ed u n d -r in th e soring 
as a green m anure. 
Killing the plant, root and stalk 
as above outlined is. according to 
plant pathologist*, effective in the 
control of root rot. 
The killing of 
th e plants and w orking of th e soli 
in the fall is also recom m ended by 
agriculturalists as favoring m aturity 
of the cotton the following season. 
W e would advise a g a in s t the prac­ 
tice of burning to rem ove the cotton 
stalks. 
This im poverishes thc so'I 
and accomplishes very little in weevil 
control th a t the up-rooting of the 
cotton plant will not effect. 
Bursting 
the hibernating places of the weevil 
along fences and ditches, w here m any 
weevils pass th e w inter in grass, is 
recom m ended, but this should not he 
done in any case until mid-winter.

LAW MODIFICATION 


R esults of two y ears’ study of the 
im m igration question m ade by the 
national association of m anfacturers 
have been m ade public, show ing a 
basis, from the viewpoint of employ­ 
ers of large num bers of laborers, for 
a dem and for a change in the present 
qu ota law. 
The present em ploym ent situation. 
; so different from w hat it was a year 
ago, w hen more th a n two million men 
w ere w ithout jobs, is used as an a r­ 
gum ent, it being stated th a t industry 
and expansion, good times, and “ the 
full dinner pail” m ust suffer if m o rj 
unskilled labor is not m ade available 


I th ru a change in the im m igration 
laws. 
One of these; changes, as out­ 
lined by the association, calls for a 
fixing of im m igration quota in term s 
of net num bers, ra th e r th an quotas 
In support of this idea, figures are 
quoted to show th a t during the past 
year forty thousand Italians came to 
these 
shores, 
but 
th a t 
fifty-three 
th ousand left. 
It is proposed to re 
ject altogether t he present literacy 
test, on the grounds that a good 
w orkm an may be illiterate and a bad 
revolutionary im m ig ran t perfectly lit­ 
erate. 
No proposals are included in 
the figures worked out which would 
change naturalization processes or 
; exclude literacy from th e qualifica­ 
tions of those applying for citizenship 
papers. 
Many m em bers of congress are 
studying the report, but it is more 
geri^Fally regarded as the plea of a 
special interest, m anufacturing, than 
a contribution to the Am erican view 
on im m igration and naturalization.

IMMIGRATION INTO 
U. S. IS ENORMOUS 


A stong demand is being made 
upon congress by many great indus­ 
tries to let down the bars and permit 
an influx of cheap foreign labor. 
Many large corporations feel the need 
of getting more unskilled labor, and 
find it impossible to do so in the 
present condition of labor markets. 
Against 
this purely commercial 
aspect of the question are many in 
authority who question the wisdom of 
cheapening manufacturing processes 
at the expense of injecting more un* 
assimilatable foreign elements into 
the body politic. 
Secretary of Labor 
Davis points out that the quota law 
operates restrictively against coun­ 
tries which have, in the past, sent us 
the lowest and least desirable types 
of immigrants, but that those coun­ 
tries which have "sent us men who 
generally become good American citi­ 
zens, have not been affected by the 
quota law, because their nationals 
have not, since the war, sought to 
come to this country in numbers suf­ 
ficient to equal their quota. 
Many senators are much interested 
in a phase of the immigration ques­ 
tion which they deem of vital impor­ 
tance to the nation; 
the fact that, 
even in our present quota Jaw, we 
have no sure means of keeping out 
the radical, th e red, the Bolshevist, 
and the enemy of government. 
A

throw of the government near Chi­ 
cago, is suggestive:" Weinstobe, Rag- 
gozin, Kakari, Titlow, Amter, Katter- 
field, Bederock

berg, Gunther, and so on, for a long 
list of foreign names. 
It is not con­ 
tended that hiving a foreign name 
means that its possessor is radical, 
but that when, in any list of known 
radicals, reds and Bolshevists, th? 
majority of the names are foreign, it 
is conclusive proof that most of the 
enemies of our govelrrtfient reach this 
country via imlffftTation.
